GUNS ARE FLASHED IN HOUSE 



Frankfort, Ky., Mirch 18.- Bit- 
terness engendered by the liquor 
question reached its climax in the 
House of Representatives this after- 
noon when the "dry" members, in- 
furiated by the arbitrary rulings of 
Acting Speaker Harry J. Meyers and 
the methods used to enforce them, 
burst forth in turbu ent and unani- 
mous rebellion, demanding the ex- 
pulsion from the floor of the seven 
so called assistants to the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, appointed Saturday by 
Speaker H. C. Duffy. 

Scenes of turbulence were enacted 
which completely ec'ipsed all fdrm- 
er disorder seen during this session, 
and which are declared to be with- 
out parallel in histoiy ot the Ken 
tuckv Legislature. 

Executive Marshal B Williams, 
one of seven so called "assistant 
Sergeant:." drew a huge revolver on 
Representative W. B Harvey, of 
Webster county, who had refused to 
recognize his authoiity, but was in- 
stantly seized. Rumors are current 
th«t other guns were flashing io the 
chamber, but they can not be sub- 
stantiated. 

The naileries, crowded to their ut- 
most capacity, were in an uproar, 
crrering the "dry" leadersjat the lop 
of their lungs and hissing Acting 
Speaker Meyers and the so-called 
assistants to the Sergeant-at- Amis. 
Agrees Tc Recognition 

The tumult, after raging for about 
half an hour, subsided slowly after 
Meyers had consented to grant rec- 
ognition to a representative of the 
"drys." 

The storm was the outgrowth • 
the refusal of the Rules Committee 
to bring out Senator Taylor's anti- 
shipment bill, which limits the 
amount of liquor and beer that can 
be shipped into dry territory. The 
"drys," possessing a Urge majority, 
desired to make a motion to suspend 
the rules and bring up this bill any- 
way. The czar-like methods em- 
ployed to prevent their making such 
a motion led to the outbreak.

ON TO MEXICO 

FORCES ON BORDER 

Mobilize on Line 200 Miles Long- -Pershing 
Takes Command of Main Column at 
Scene of Raid 

12,000 TROOPS VERY EAG ER FOR CHASE 



COLUMBES, N. M., March 13. 
—With Villa reported to have chang- 
ed his course and now said to be 
moving eastward toward the Mexican 
Central Railroad, General John J. 
Pershing arrived here tonight to take 
charge of the main forces of the pun 
itive expeditionXwhich will enter 
Mexico in quest of the band of ban 
dits. Reports still are current that a 
portion of the force has already 
crossed the border and will be follow- 
ed closely by the main battalions of 
cavalry and infantry which are ex- 
pected to leave from various points 
along the international line, 

Commands now at Columbus 
muster approximately 3,500 men. 
Altogether there are 12,000 troops 
with forty mountain field guns and 
batteries between Douglas, Ariz, and 
ElPaso tonight, aline 200 miles long. 
A little more than one third of this 
contingent is cavalry. 

Several other commands are ex- 
pected here, the plan apparently be- 
ing to make the column to move out 
of Columbus the main unit of the 
expeditionary force with field wire- 
less and aeroplane equipment. 
Main Column to Start Thursday 
Gen. Pablo Bertani, commanding 
the garrison of 2,000 Carranza troops 
at Palomas, six miles south of the 
border today notified American mil- 
itary authorities that he expected to 
call on General Pershing for a con- 
ference. • • 

Belief here tonight was that the 
Columbus main column would be 
ready to start by Thursday or Friday 
Intelligence department officers se- 
cured maps and topography charts of 
the mountainous Chihuahua-Sonoro 
border into which it seems possible 
for Villa to enter easily, with his 
present start.

ON PROHIBITION. 

It Is the mission of A newspaper to give the news. 

The reader it entitled to Information on both aides of ail 
economic Issues and especially on those questions which 
at* before the public for solution, for It is the duty of 
every citizen to carefully study the problems of govern- 
ment. We shall present from time to time the views of 
men who are recognized authority on important questions 
and who are responsible for their utterances. The views 
of this paper will be expressed through the editorial 
column. United States Senator Morris Sheppard. the 
chosen leader of the prohibition forces in presenting the 
affirmative side of National prohibition to the Senate, 
_ said in part: 

, "The disposition of this prohibition amendment Is the most solemn duty 
"that has confronted Congress since the death of slavery. It will determine 
whether this nation is capable of invoking Its constituent powers to consider 
an evil which at least half the population believes to mean the nation's ruin 
And to make what Constitutional changes they may deem proper for its 
extermination. It will determine whether the moral forces of the nation are 
the dominant ones. It will determine whether this is a Christian nation. 
j.We need not deceive ourselves. The issue is plain. A Christian nation can- 
not tolerate the liquor traffic. 

"Not only will he who votes against the submission of this amendment 
keep the people of the states, acting through legislatures, or conventions, 
from exercising their fundamental prerogative of deciding what is national 
and what local, but: he will also deny the right of petition to millions of his 
fellow citizens. Seventy per cent of the territory of this country is already 
'under prohibitory law and over 60 per cent of the American people live In 
this prohibition territory. A committee of more than two thousand men and 
women from every section of the Republic, representing through their vari- 
ous organizations probably twenty million people, marched to the steps of 
'the Capitol on a freezing day last December and presented to Representative 
for the House and myself for the Senate their request that Con- 
give the American people a chance to expel the liquor traffic from the 
itry. In the face of a biting December gale, despite sunless skies and the 
penetrating cold, they came, the Joy of a righteous movement in their souls, 
the cry for a clean United States upon their lips. It was the most radiant 
and Inspiring sight my eyes have ever seen. Theirs was no selfish purpose; 
hundreds and thousands of miles they had traveled at their own expense 
;and at great personal sacrifice to demonstrate the power of a moral impulse. 
And I tell you that I would rather have been chosen by that band of conse- 
crated men and women to present this prohibition amendment than to 
.hold any office in this Republic. It is safe to say that the twenty million 
'people represented by that wonderful committee are joined by thirty million 
or forty million more in the determination that the liquor traffic shall not 
be tolerated on a single Inch of American soil. It Is not an exaggeration to 
say that a majority of the American people would vote today for a saloonless 
land and a stainless flag."
